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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The claims have a limitation 
of a "shutter to selectively allow said magnetic domain of said magnetic storage medium". 
However, nowhere in the Specification does it address how the medium is attached and how the 
medium behaves when it is allowing or inhibiting the magnetic flux of the write coil. The 
Specification mentions actions of "open" and "close", but these descriptions are insufficient for 
one of ordinary skill in the art to understand how is this "shutter" working in the head in order to 
selectively allow the magnetic field to alter this magnetic domain. See In re Wands, 858 F.2d 
731, 737, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1998) as appropriate. See also MPEP § 2164.01(a) 
and § 2164.04. Hence, there would be undue experimentation to make and use the invention. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 5/25/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues in Page 6, L, 12 of Remarks: "Applicants do not allege to have 
invented a shutter system.... Rather, the present invention is directed to selectively altering the 
magnetic domain of a magnetic storage material 150 by controlling the path of a magnetic field 
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120 using one or more shutters 200". However, Examiner cannot concur with the Applicant. 
Applicant, among the Claim limitations is Claiming "at least one shutter to selectively allow said 
magnetic field to alter a magnetic domain of said magnetic storage medium". Applicant does not 
specify under which conditions the "shutter" is activated or enabled to selectively allow or block 
the magnetic field. Because of this, the "usage" of the "shutter" is a very important part of the 
limitations of this Claim, and hence further explanation is needed in order to understand its 
implementation when blocking or allowing magnetic field s to be recorded in the medium. Also, 
in the Applicant's Specification Page 3, L. 16-18, it explains how the "shutter" element is the 
element that controls the magnetic field by means of opening or shutting the "shutter", hence 
making even more important the need of the description of the shutter's method of selection 
operation. Therefore, the Examiner believes that Claims 1-20 should remain rejected under 1 12, 
1 st paragraph.
